POLICE will use 
new powers to get 
tough on “selfish” 
yobs who have been 
making residents’ 
lives a misery 

People living close 
to the Howe Road 
skatepark in Haver¬ 
hill have reported 
numerous incidents 
of vandalism, intimi¬ 
dation, under-age 
drinking and litt¬ 
ering in recent 
weeks. 

Now Suffolk police are 
cracking down on the 
“unacceptable” antisocial 
behaviour with a new 
dispersal order, which 
conies into effect this 
Friday. This means groups 
of youths causing a 
disturbance can be broken 
up and banned from the 
area for up to 24 hours. 

Inspector Adrian Daw¬ 
son, who is responsible for 
policing in Haverhill, said: 
“Lots of skaters use and 
enjoy the park as it is 
intended, but a group 
persists in using the fac¬ 
ility and the surrounding 
area in an antisocial 
manner. 

“This includes drink¬ 
ing, being noisy and caus¬ 
ing damage to street 
lighting, fences and the 
skate ramps themselves. 

“This is unacceptable to 
the people who use the 
park responsibly, the 
community who use the

area around the park, the 
police and local author¬ 
ities. 

“We don’t want to take 
the park away from the 
genuine users, but at 
present the antisocial 
behaviour of those who 
gather here for other 
reasons is doing this, and 
local people are being 
intimidated by their 
behaviour.” 

Officers will also have 
the power to escort under- 
16s home if they are found 
to be causing a nuisance 
after 9pm. 

Councillor Sara Mild- 
may-White, St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s 
cabinet member for crime 
reduction, said: “The 
council, the police and the 
community all support 
the proper use of the 
skatepark and do not want 
its enjoyment wrecked by 
the irresponsible behav¬ 
iour of others. 

“The dispersal order 
protects the interests of 
neighbouring residents 
and genuine skatepark 
users by allowing the 
police to deal with the 
antisocial behaviour of a 
selfish minority.” 

The dispersal order will 
initially run for six 
months, and its progress 
will be monitored during 
this period. The first 
review of how the dis¬ 
persal order is working 
will take place in June.

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‘Hospice appeal will help 
us meet great local need’

FOR people living 
with cancer or other 
life-threatening 
diseases, a home 
visit from Mac¬ 
millan nurse Trevor 
Farrington can be a 
real boost. 

Mr Farrington, 35, has 
been a specialist 
Macmillan carer for 13 
years after registering as 
a general nurse, studying 
for a master’s degree and 
managing an oncology 
ward in London. 

The Clare resident has 
worked for the St Nich¬ 
olas Hospice in Bury St 
Edmunds for the past 14 
months. 

He said: “I believe I 
have a very privileged 
role, you get to meet a lot 
of vulnerable patients 
and families and through 
team work you can have 
a great influence on their 
lives.” 

The Weekly News 
Hospice at Home Appeal 
aims to raise £40,000 so 
the hospice can provide 
services for patients from 
the Haverhill area in 
their own homes, and Mr 
Farrington believes this 
extra support will comp¬ 
lement the job. 

He said: “Hospice at 
Home is perhaps an 
additional level of 
support for local people, 
including those who will 
make a full recovery, by 
giving them a choice of 
where they would like to 
be cared for.” 

Mr Farrington usually 
visits six or seven 
patients a day over an 
area stretching from 
Barrow to Wickham- 
brook, Haverhill, Glems- 
ford and Clare. 

His weekday visits are 
usually made between 
8am and 6pm, but a 
seven-day service is 
provided by the hospice 
and Mr Farrington is 
part of a rota of nurses

who cover the whole of 
west Suffolk at weekends. 

He said: “I work closely 
with health visitors and 
GPs to make sure that 
any patients with 
specialist palliative needs 
have them met efficiently 

“With issues like the 
control of distressing 
symptoms I can perhaps 
advise a holistic app¬ 
roach in their own home. 

“We promote comfort 
and dignity and 
accepting where people 
want to be cared for. 

“Clients are increas¬ 
ingly using more techniq¬ 
ues such as comp¬ 
lementary therapies like 
reflexology and relax¬ 
ation techniques to 
control pain. 

But treating the symp¬ 
toms is not the only part 
of Mr Farrington’s job. 
He explains: “Another 
one of our roles is to give 
financial assistance and 


signpost people to char¬ 
ities and Macmillan 
grants to apply for.” 

“Family support work 
is also very important. 
Pain is not the only 
problem, there are a lot of 
things like overwhelming 
anxiety and stress which 
can affect people. The 
family support team and 
the chaplain can help 
support the carers. 

“For some patients 
who do unfortunately die 
it is about having their 
needs addressed sensit¬ 
ively and making sure 
they feel supported at 
that most difficult time. 

“Your appeal is a fan¬ 
tastic idea and hopefully 
will help make that 
choice of care a reality 
for them. 

“In the 14 months that I 
have been working in 
Haverhill I have really 
noticed how everyone 
seems to know each 


other and what a strong 
sense of community 
there is here.”

Salary is fair, says new council chief 


ONE of the country’s highest- 
paid council chiefs has defended 
her £220,000 salary 

Andrea Hill’s appointment as 
chief executive of Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council sparked a political 
row over her pay which led opp¬ 
osition Labour councillors to 
lodge an official complaint to the 
council’s auditor. 

The Labour group has com¬ 
plained that she will be earning 
about £70,000 more than the man 
she replaced and could also be in 
line for a handsome redundancy 
payout if the council is abolished 
to make way for a new one in two 
years. 


But Mrs Hill, who lives in 
Duxford and was assistant chief 
executive at Cambridge City 
Council between 1994-9, was 
unfazed by the controversy 
She said staff and councillors 
of all parties had been “very wel¬ 
coming” and those with concerns 
about her pay had been at pains 
to make it clear that their 
criticism was not personal. 

She said: “I think the salary is 
a fair rate of pay for the job I’m 
doing and is very similar to other 
council chief executives. 

“I lead 28,000 staff and the 
council has a budget of £1 billion 
providing hundreds of services 


to 700,000 people right across 
Suffolk. 

“If I worked for a company of 
the same size in the private 
sector I could earn around three 
to four times that amount but I 
want to work in local govern¬ 
ment and have done so for 23 
years.” 

She is originally from Essex 
where she began her career. 
Before her move to Suffolk’s 
Ipswich headquarters she headed 
Bedfordshire County Council, 
which went from being one of 
the worst in the country to a 
“good” rating in less than three 
years. 


At Suffolk she will help guide 
the council through two of the 
biggest shake-ups the county has 
faced - council reorganisation 
and education reorganisation. 

The county has already voted 
to back a single council for the 
county as a whole with a new 
“One Suffolk” authority re¬ 
placing the existing county 
council and the seven district 
and borough councils. 

On education, she argued that 
the switch to a two-tier system 
which will lead to the closure of 
middle schools in Haverhill, 
Newmarket and Mildenhall 
would improve results. 
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Woman dies 
after crash 

A HAVERHILL woman 
who died after suffering 
serious injuries in a car 
smash has been named. 

Jane Gatt, 44, was driv¬ 
ing a Citroen Saxo which 
was in collision with a 
Porsche on the A143 at 
Thurlow on Monday 

She was one of four 
people taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital after the 
collision but she later 
died. The three remaining 
casualties remain at the 
hospital. 

The male driver of the 
Porsche and a female 
passenger from the Saxo 
are in a critical condition, 
and a male passenger 
from the Saxo is in a 
serious condition. 

The crash happened at 
around 11am and closed 
the road.

PCT’s green light for 
walk-in health centre 


A PIONEERING new health 
centre for Suffolk will be 
based in Haverhill, it has 
been confirmed. 

The new GP-led centre, due to 
open in April 2009, will be a hub 
for walk-in health provision, social 
care and pharmacy services in the 
county 

Now Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) is looking for a site 
for the state-of-the-art centre - and 
an organisation to manage it. 

Alastair McWhirter, chairman 
of the PCT’s board, who signed off 
the decision to place the clinic in 
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Haverhill, said: “It was very imp¬ 
ortant to pick the right place to 
improve on the NHS services we 
already provide. 

“Haverhill was always a pre¬ 
ferred option and, after listening 
to people’s views on the matter 
and looking at the needs of the 
local community and the existing 
community services, we saw that 
Haverhill was the best place for it.” 

The new centre, which will be 
paid for by the Government, will 
open from 8am-8pm, seven days a 


week, and will form a link with 
other community services. 

Councillor Nigel Aitkens, St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
cabinet member for Haverhill said: 
“The council welcomes this imp¬ 
ortant investment in additional 
health care facilities for Haverhill 
and looks forward to working in 
partnership with Suffolk PCT to 
help deliver the new facilities and 
to shaping the services they will 
provide.” 

In January, Suffolk PCT’s board 
supported a recommendation to 
put the new health centre in 
Haverhill, and since then has been 


listening to representation from 
residents. 

The move follows a contro¬ 
versial decision by the PCT last 
year to cut £280,000 from this 
year’s budget for GPs in the town. 

A petition with 10,000 signatures 
against the cuts was delivered to 
the Prime Minister by camp¬ 
aigners Marion McLaine and Ann 
Sisson, from the town’s two surg¬ 
eries. 

The trust argued the restruct¬ 
uring was not about cuts to ser¬ 
vices and put forward improve¬ 
ments such as longer opening 
hours and more services. 


Joint decisions needed 
ahead of closures-NUT 


SCRAPPING local middle 
schools could spark a 
mass exodus of teachers, 
a union leader fears. 

The four middle schools 
in and around Haverhill 
will be closed in 2011 as 
part of a £23m plan to 
introduce a two-tier sys¬ 
tem, with just primary 
and secondary schools 
remaining in the county 

But the National Union 
of Teachers (NUT) says 
the closures will cause 
disruption for pupils and 
could lead to staff moving 
elsewhere ahead of the 
changes. 

Martin Goold, county 
secretary for the NUT, 
said: “At the moment they 
are hoping that teachers 
will be able to get jobs in 


secondary or primary 
schools and that others 
will take voluntary redun¬ 
dancy, but there needs to 
be an actual process to 
oversee it. 

“The only way we can 
see any hope of managing 
these movements of staff 
and pupils in a sensible 
and calm way and avoid¬ 
ing mass redundancies is 
to have joint staffing 
decisions being made 
from now, not just in two 
years’ time.” 

The NUT is calling for 
schools to form federa¬ 
tions so they can share 
governing bodies and 
make joint staffing dec¬ 
isions. 

Mr Goold said: “Fed¬ 
eration allows for much 


more flexibility. The 
council is setting itself up 
for a great deal of per¬ 
sonnel problems by not 
putting a proper process 
in place to secure jobs.” 

A Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil spokesman said 
schools were already en¬ 
couraged to recruit form 
within the county before 
advertising vacancies 
more widely 

He added: “It is not 
possible, nor should it be, 
for the council to require 
schools to enter a part¬ 
nership [federate]. If 
schools decided feder¬ 
ation is the best way to 
manage the transition, 
the county council would 
fully support them in that 
decision.”

Sweet message of 
hope from soldier

TWO young boys are 
determined to keep their 
soldier brother fully 
stocked up while he 
serves in Afghanistan. 
Chance and Chase Meads, aged 
12 and 14 and from Warren 
Court, Haverhill, want members 
of the public to donate simple 
day-to-day items such as 
toiletries and puzzle books so 
they can send them out to their 
34-year-old brother Curtis and 
his army colleagues. 

Curtis, who has been in the war- 
torn country for about a month, 
is a member of the 5 Scots, 
which is part of the Army’s 
premier fighting formation, 16 Air 
Assault Brigade based in 
Canterbury. 

His brother Chance, who is a 
pupil at Castle Hill Middle 
School, said: “If everyone can 
help just a little bit - it would 
help the troops a lot.” 

In an email to his family, Curtis 
said: “Haribo sweets always go 
down good with the lads. Well, 




any sort of candy to be honest. 
“Tell Chase not to worry - I’m 
well trained and have good 
blokes around me so there is no 
worries about me getting hit. We 
have the best equipment in the 
world for stopping the roadside 
bombs as well.” 

Additional help for troops is 
being provided by Harry and 
Beryl Phillips, also of Haverhill. 
The couple, both in their 70s, 
have collected 50 shoe boxes full 
of items and have received two 
letters of thanks from soldiers in 
Afghanistan. 

They began putting posters in 
the town’s shop windows after 
hearing a radio plea for items 
from Ron Cartwright of 
Felixstowe. 

Mr Phillips, a former soldier, said: 
“We sort them out into boxes 


and Mr Cartwright picks them up 
and then they get sent off to 
Afghanistan. 

“The soldiers are so appreciative. 
They are really grateful for what 
the people of Haverhill have 
done.” 

A Ministry of Defence 
spokesman said non¬ 
perishables, such as boiled 
sweets and dry soups, are 
welcomed. 

The spokesman added: “It is a 
marvellous way of showing 
support for our troops and 
adding a bit of variety is 
welcomed by troops in what can 
be testing circumstances.”

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‘Confusing’ signs over 
town’s new booze ban 


SHOPPERS were left con¬ 
fused after signs out¬ 
lawing alcohol consump¬ 
tion in public spaces 
were put up a week early. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council put up the alcohol free 
zone signs last Thursday, even 
though the newly-agreed ban 
on drinking in non-licensed 
public spaces did not begin 
until this Thursday 

This left some locals wond¬ 
ering if the date of the ban had 
been moved forward without 
them knowing, or whether 
revellers could continue to 
drink in public despite these 
signs saying otherwise. 

Haverhill resident Michael 
Smith, 28, said: “It’s a bit 
confusing isn’t it? I don’t want 
to drink in public, but even if I 
did I wouldn’t know if I was 
allowed to or not. 

“The signs suggest I can’t, 
but the ban isn’t in place. The 
council should have waited and 
should have put the signs up on 
the day the ban came into force. 
This way, it’s like they have 
unofficially begun the ban a 
week early without telling 
people.” 

Roger Howard, 33, from Bury 
St Edmunds, said: “I think the 
ban is a good idea. It’ll work 
well but this is pretty cheeky if

you ask me because people will 
see the signs and think it’s all 
over for public drinking.” 

To make matters worse for 
the council, the signs - of 
which there are 64, produced at 
a cost of £1,733 - contained a 
spelling mistake. Instead of 
saying people will be fined if 
they do not hand their bottles 
over when asked to do so by “a 
police officer” it says that they 
should hand alcohol over when 
asked to do so by “a police 
office”. 

“Does that mean you have to 
go to the police office to hand 
over your drink, or will the 
bricks and mortar come to 
you?” asked Mr Howard. 

The signs also use the word 
“licenced” premises when it 
should use “licensed”. 

Responding to the criticism, 
a spokesman for the council 
said: “The small spelling error 
is not difficult to correct and 
work is being planned to do so 
at minimal cost and with no 
delay to the ban. 

“Residents who have seen the 
signs going up have expressed 
warm support for the initiative 
and are looking forward to the 
ban coming into effect.”

CALLOUS thieves have preyed on elderly 
victims in a spate of distraction burg¬ 
laries in Haverhill. 

Three incidents took place in the town 
between 10.30am and 11.15am on Monday 

Two attempted burglaries occurred in 
Pentlow Hawke Close. In both cases, a 
man called at the homes of elderly 
residents claiming to be from a company 
working in the area fixing water pipes. 

He was allowed entry to check the 
water pressure but was never left alone 
by the alert residents and left both 
properties empty handed.

Society’s call to cut 
new homes numbers 


CAMPAIGNERS have 
warned that plans to build 
thousands of new homes 
in the district could dam¬ 
age the environment and 
have called for the num¬ 
bers to be reduced. 

Suffolk Preservation Society 
(SPS) said proposals to build 530 
extra homes each year in the St 
Edmundsbury borough area had 
“no justification”. 

In response to a consultation 
carried out by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council on its Local 
Development Framework (LDF) 
document, the society has also 
called for steeper targets on the 
use of renewable energies. It also 
wants to ensure any new dev¬ 
elopment is sustainable. 

Richard Ward, society director, 
said: “What evidence is there to 
support a build rate of 530 homes 
per year without damage to the 
environment?

“We can see no justification at 
this time to continue throughout 
the plan period with this build 
rate. To do so would, in our 
opinion, harm the environment 
of the borough. 

“The build rate should be 
decreased to a figure reflecting 
local need and the environmental 
capacity of the area, commen¬ 
surate with the delivery of true 
sustainable development.” 

The council has asked for 
views on five different options on 
future housing growth, ranging 
from extra development in the 
borough’s rural and urban areas 
to creating a new settlement of at 
least 3,000 homes, along with jobs 
and services. 

But the society claims one 
single option is not appropriate, 
and says a combination of 
smaller developments spread 
across the borough would be 


more sustainable while better 
suiting the character of the area 
and the needs of its residents. 

Mr Ward said: “In our view, 
delivering what local commun¬ 
ities need is likely to require a 
mix of all the options. 

“This includes, subject to the 
provision of all necessary infra¬ 
structures, a new settlement to 
remove the pressure for develop¬ 
ment on existing settlements. 

“It is unfortunate that a sixth 
option of mixing the other 
options was not a part of this 
consultation process.” 

The society has also called on 
the council to put a greater focus 
on the needs and wants of local 
people when deciding how the 
borough will develop over the 
next 20 years. 

It says the consultation docu¬ 
ment does not reflect the diver¬ 
sity of the borough and the 
differing needs of its urban and 
rural communities.

Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service has teamed up with 
the Royal National Institute 
for Deaf People (RNID) to 
urge those who are deaf and 
hard of hearing to check they 
have the right smoke detect¬ 
ion system.

Ian Bowell, the fire ser¬ 
vice’s divisional officer, said 
many people with hearing 
loss may be at risk when not 
wearing hearing aids or 
when they are far from their 
smoke alarm, especially if 
their bedroom door is closed. 

“This means they might 
not be able to hear their 
smoke alarm if it goes off 
during the night, which is 
when the majority of fires in 
the home occur,” Mr Bowell 
said. 

“It is vital that in these 
circumstances people ensure

they have the right smoke 
alarm technology in their 
home to protect them.”

Police urge motorists to stay safe on roads 


MORE than 1,700 motorists 
were caught breaking the 
law during the first three 
months of 2008. 

The figures, which have 
been released by Suffolk 
Police and equate to 18 
people a day, cover those 
motorists who have either 


been told off or fined for 
speeding, not wearing seat- 
belts or driving while using 
a mobile phone. 

In January, 241 motorists 
were given fines for speeding 
while 126 were fined for 
using phones, and 121 driv¬ 
ers and passengers were 


caught not wearing seatbelts. 

The figures for February 
show that 200 fines were 
issued to speeding drivers, 
156 to those using mobiles 
and 400 drivers were caught 
not wearing their seatbelts. 

The latest figures, for 
March, show 234 fines were 


given for speeding, 139 for 
using mobiles and 158 people 
were told off for not wearing 
seatbelts. 

Chief Inspector Martin 
Barnes-Smith, from Suffolk’s 
roads’ policing unit, said: 
“By not wearing a seatbelt, 
by speeding or by using your 


mobile phone, you are 
putting yourself and others 
at serious risk of injury or 
even death. 

He said: “There are still 
far too many people taking 
this risk and I would appeal 
to them to think about their 
actions.”

Special space, just for mums and babies 


MUMS in Haverhill now have a 
new place to go where they can 
breastfeed in comfort. 

Fitted out with comfortable sofas 
and screened off, a corner of the 
reception area in Haverhill Health 
Centre, in Camps Road, has been 
set aside specially for 
breastfeeding mothers. 

Suffolk Primary Care Trust (PCT) 
health visitors worked in 
partnership with the Cartwheels 
and On Track children’s centres 
to set up the area. 

Joan Nevin, clinical team leader- 


health visiting for the PCT, said: 
“We want to encourage new 
mothers to breastfeed for as long 
as possible. It is generally 
accepted that most mums find it 
difficult to breastfeed when out 
and about in towns. 

“We wanted to provide a place 
close to the centre of town where 
people can feel they can 
breastfeed their baby 
comfortably. This will give 
additional support to mums in 
Haverhill, helping them breastfeed 
for longer, which has great health 


benefits for mothers and babies.” 
Debbie Frost, the children’s 
centre co-ordinator, said: “We 
work very closely with the health 
visitors and when we heard they 
wanted to set up a breastfeeding 
area in the health centre, we were 
keen to help. 

“I know from my own experiences 
that it is hard to find places to 
breastfeed when you are out in 
any town. 

“We were able to pay for two 
screens at a cost of £325 and 
donated two sofas we no longer 


needed to put in the area.” 
Currently, 13 per cent of women 
in the Haverhill area are 
breastfeeding at six weeks and it 
is hoped that by providing a 
comfortable, discreet place to 
feed, more women will prolong 
breastfeeding. 

Health visitors in Haverhill recently 
set up an evening clinic for 
parents of under fives on the first 
Tuesday of every month between 
5pm-7pm. They already run three 
weekly clinics to give parents 
support. 


Work on 
garages 
begins 

A MAJOR overhaul of 
3,500 garages has 
begun. 

The work on the 
premises, owned by 
West Suffolk landlord 
Havebury Housing 
Partnership, includes 
rebuilding two garage 
blocks on the Parkway 
estate in Haverhill, set 
to be completed by the 
end of September. The 
project is set to cost 
£300,000. 

Work is also under 
way to replace 340 old 
wooden garage doors 
on Haverhill’s Chalk- 
stone estate with new 
metal doors. 

To help towards the 
cost of this work, the 
housing partnership 
began collecting an 
additional £1 per week 
in 2005 from tenants 
with garages. 

Steve Cook, Have- 
bury’s chief executive, 
said: “Over the past 
five years Havebury 
has focused on imp¬ 
rovements to tenants’ 
homes, major estate 
improvements and 
building new proper¬ 
ties. But there are 
other things to do and 
one of them is to und¬ 
ertake a programme of 
improvements to our 
garage premises.”

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss.

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed.

Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller.

What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Send off change of address cards.

Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

In-built cameras 
for lollipop signs 



COUNCILS are arming 
school crossing patrols with 
a hi-tech weapon to combat 
acts of “lollipop rage”, it 
was announced this week. 

Patrolmen and women are to 
receive new lollipop signs with an 
in-built camera to record rage 
incidents and car number plates. 

The initiative follows an 
estimated 1,400 lollipop rage 
incidents reported to councils last 
year 

Dozens of lollipop men and 
women have needed hospital 
treatment after being hit by cars 
and others have complained of 
regular abuse and intimidation. 

Typical offences include: 

■ Driving around the patrol when 
they are in the road; 

■ Revving engines or sounding 
horns while both the patrol and 
children are crossing; 

■ Driving closely to the patrol; 

■ Swearing and using threatening 
language. 

Councillor David Sparks, 
chairman of the Local 
Government Association’s 
transport board, said: “It’s 
unbelievable that we have to take 
this action, but the lives of 
children are at risk from 
increasing numbers of drivers 
who are so selfish that they are 
willing to put lives at risk by 
refusing to stop for 30 seconds at a 


school crossing. 

“Councils will do everything in 
their power to stamp this out. 
Abuse and intimidation of lollipop 
men and women who are carrying 
out a vital service to the 
community will also not be 
tolerated. 

“Motorists need to be made 
aware that they are committing a 
criminal offence and we hope this 
new technology will prove an 
effective deterrent.” 

Kirklees Council is one of the 
first in the country to test the new 
signs and a spokeswoman said 
they hoped to be able to issue them 
to patrol staff in the future. 

Vera Irving, 54, has been a 


lollipop lady for 20 years and today 
used a prototype of the new sign at 
her crossing in Long Lane, Dalton, 
Huddersfield, West Yorkshire. 

She said she had experienced a 
number of incidents of “lollipop 
rage” during her time as school 
crossing patrol staff and believed 
the signs could be the way to 
combat such behaviour. 

Mrs Irving said: “It’s excellent. 
It’s about time to me that 
something was done because 
there’s far too many near-misses. 

“You have these motorists that 
have the attitude where they think 
‘Oh, I won’t stop for a lollipop lady, 
why should I?’ and they just go 
through. But once it happens it’s 


too late. By the time you’ve got a 
pen and piece of paper out of your 
pocket the motorist has already 
gone through. It’s so quick they get 
away with it. 

“So having this camera in the 
lollipop is great because they can’t 
get away with it. To me it’s an 
excellent idea and hopefully all of 
us will have one.” 

Mrs Irving added that even if 
she did take down a driver’s 
number, she needed witnesses to 
prove that an offence had been 
committed. 

“If you take their number, it’s 
your word against theirs unless 
you’ve got witnesses so there’s 
nothing you can do about it. With 
the camera in the lollipop it 
doesn’t matter if you’ve got 
witnesses, the evidence is there. 
They won’t get away with it, their 
car and number plate is on film,” 
she said. 

Mrs Irving said she hoped the 
new signs would act as a deterrent 
to drivers who did not want to risk 
a £1,000 fine and three penalty 
points on their licences. 

“It will certainly make people 
think. Even if all patrol staff 
aren’t issued with them, how are 
the drivers to know that? You can’t 
tell just by looking at the sticks so 
just the thought that the sign 
might have a camera in it should 
stop them. Is it worth £1,000 fine 
and points? I think not,” she said. 


Astons set for Le Mans 


ASTON Martin Racing is gearing up for 
this year’s Le Mans and the racing arm 
of the Gaydon-based marque is aiming 
for its second successive class victory. 
The most obvious difference since last 
year’s win is its change in colour 
scheme. Moving away from British 
Racing Green, Aston Martin, one of the 
most famous names in sportscar racing 
has teamed up with another - Gulf. 

The stylish Aston Martin DBR9 will be 
flying down the Mulsanne Straight in the 
evocative pale blue and orange of the 
fuel brand, colours made famous by 
adorning classic Le Mans cars such as 
the Ford GT40 and the Porsche 917. As 
George Howard-Chappell, Aston Martin 
Racing team principal, says: “Le Mans .. 
. Gulf... Aston Martin, they’re meant for 
one another.” 

The car looks fantastic but Le Mans is 
much more than just looking good. The 
legendary 24 hour race is one of the 
ultimate tests of endurance and 
fortunately, the DBR9 seems to have

kept its pace from last year - or so the 
testing at Paul Ricard circuit indicates. 

Another change to the team is in the 
driver line-up. Former Formula 1 driver 
Heinz Harold Frentzen has joined the 
team for this year’s race. He joins David 
Brabham and Darren Turner to pilot the 
two-car entry. 

Aston Martin Racing has also revealed the 
first official pictures of the Vantage GT2, 
which will make its race debut with James 
Watts Automotive at the first round of the 
Le Mans Series at Barcelona on April 5. 

The Vantage GT2 is latest racing car from 
Aston Martin Racing and completes its 
portfolio of GT cars in each of the four 
categories GT1, GT2, GT3, GT4.

Forecourts 
losing out 


WITH fuel costs spiralling 
across the region, the 
Petrol Retailers 

Association has defended 
its members against 
charges that pump prices 
are too high. 

“While oil companies 
announced high profits 
most forecourt retailers 
sold fuel at a loss, and this 
is not an unusual situation 
for them,” said Ray 
Holloway, director of the 
RMI Petrol Retailers 
Association (PRA), 
commenting on the price of 
fuel and its impact on the 
future viability of the 
forecourt sector. 

Holloway continued: 
“The issues of supply at 
Grangemouth thrust the 
issue of fuel pricing back 
onto the front pages, but 
the actual prices were not 
directly affected by that 
situation. Prices were 
rising already for retailers 
and motorists alike as a 
result of annual recurring 
high summer demand for 
oil.” 

BP and Shell are 
international oil 

companies. The firms 
claim that most of their 
profits are the result of oil 
exploration activities 
abroad. The oil industry 
deems this to be a separate 


business to the UK fore¬ 
court retail sector. 

Holloway explains: 
“Most of the sites in the 
UK branded BP or Shell 
are actually independent 
retailers. They work in a 
challenging business area, 
with high costs and very 
low returns. Most are kept 
afloat by the shop attached 
to their site. 

“For many, these 
numbers are unsustainable 
and they are being forced 
to close in increasing 
numbers. Around 300 
filling stations shut down 
every year, and motorists 
are now noticing gaps in 
fuel availability, and if it 
gets worse as expected, 
they will certainly be 
inconvenienced when 
searching for a forecourt in 
some areas.” 

There are around 9,200 
forecourts in the UK, 
including supermarket 
filling stations. This is the 
lowest number of filling 
stations in the UK since 
1912. Since the fuel 
protests in 2000, one-third 
of the filling stations 
open at the time have 
disappeared. 

Holloway adds: “Oil 
company profits should 
not be confused with 
forecourt prosperity.” 


Healthy travel will 
aid against obesity

SEVENTY organisations last 
week called on politicians to 
invest 10 percent of 
transport budgets on cycling 
and walking initiatives to fight 
obesity. 

The groups, who include the 
Association of Directors of 
Public Health (ADPH), also 
want to see 20mph speed 
limits across all residential 
areas. 

They are also calling for 
improved driver training, 
better-enforced traffic laws, 
and more cycle routes. 

The organisations said that in 
2006/07, spending on cycling 
in England amounted to 0.3 
per cent of the transport 
budget and 0.4 per cent in 
Wales. 

The groups believe significant 
investment now could help 
create a shift away from 
sedentary travel and have a 
huge impact on public health. 
ADPH president Dr Tim 
Crayford said: “If we really 
want to see levels of obesity 
declining in the UK, we have 
to move on from the rhetoric. 
We need to see a visible 
investment in infrastructure 
that makes cycling and 
walking the travel modes of 
choice for people across the 
country.
